The word "priceless" became very familiar to most of us 
through Mastercard's very clever advertising campaign. 

Priceless moments I didn't miss: My four-year-old son ram- 
bling off the following questions while I was in the "work 
zone" typing away in front of the computer. "Do you know 
why God can do anything he wants to? Can God die? Can 
God live in a pillow?
